alance ‘it 1s proposed shall be provided” by the “ values” of 
the sites of the oll Hambro’ Synagozue (£9,000) and of the Beth 
Hamedrash (£2,000) ; and a contribution from the l nited Synagogue of 
£0,000, As the site of the Hambro’ Synagogue wae disposed of at a 
ground rent, there will be necessary a sale of ate k amounting to at least 
tl t,000, nearly half the total funde| property, The balance of £14,500 
will have to be raised by means of a public appeal, in anticipation of which 
Lord Rothschild has promised to contribute £3.00, We think that far too 
sanguine a view of the possibility of inducing th» public to subseribe the 
balance has been taken by the Honorary OJisers—or rather some of them. for 
it is an open secret that they are not quite unanimous on the financial 
elements of the Report. Men as earnest as those who have fathered the 
Scheme are wishful to see quite other plans adopted, not only to satisfy the 
reasonable desires of the few remaining members of the Ha nbro’ Syna rowiie 
in the locality, but also—and this is of far greater importance—to bring 
about, not a rivalry, but a retppro hement between the United Syrragogue and 
the Federation, a body that cannot ‘altogether be regarded as a quantile 
negugeable in this Eastern Question of ours,  Far-seeing men believe 
that by attaching the Chevras to the United Synagogue—not by futile 
attempts to destroy them—will be found the truest, the only permanent 
solution, of the * main problem” as set forth in the Report, in the following 
words : 

The main problem is to attract the Jews of all classes in the East of 
London, whether foreign or native, within the fold of the body politic ; to give 
them memberzhip in the representative institutions of the commanity;: and 
thus to afford them in a way alike conducive to the welfare of these Lostitu- 
tions, and creditable to themselves,’ that share in the government and 
administration of the great communal. establishments which attachment to 
the community should properly confer and which it is believed the poorer 
Jews desire and would appreciate, so as to give tangible and living expression 
to the sacred maxim that “all Jews are brethren.’

The Chief Rabbi has rightly determined that the occasion constitutes a fitting 
opportunity for keeping this yearly celebration, and pertinently pointed out in 
his circular letterissued to the synagozues that the anniversary of the Revelation 
of the Law of love and mercy is peculiarly appropriate for earnest pleading on 
behalf of the cause of our medical charities. The claim: of our hospital's 
have never been so pressing as they are now, for in comm my with every other 
institution in the country, they have suffered from the severe depression in 
trade which has prevailed during the last three years. Dat the magnificent 
work of humanity which hospitals carry on never tlazs, and ought not to be 
made dependent on mutations of commerce. ()uite apart from the immediate 
duty of supporting them, they confer a favour on mankind by keeping fresh 
the living fountain of charity in the human breast. For. uf the 
time come when disease will be banished from the earth it will be 
necessary to find new channels for the exercise of the holiest of emotions. 
It is to be hoped that the larger congregations which will assemble in our 
synagogues on Sunday will result in | proportionately larver contri ution to 
the Metropolitan Hospital land. 

The decoration of our synagogues with tlowers on the Feast of Weeks 
is one of those pretty customs that have grown | 
comparatively modern times. The earliest anthorities Know nothing rt 
these floral decorations, and the practice did not spread to the Sephardic 
Jews, The Rev. S. Fyne makes some interesting suggestions as to the 
origin of the custom in another column, There is no doubt that the line of 
thought indicated by him had much to do with the acceptance by | 
the minhag, which was probably borrowed from the Church, Our corres- 
pondent perhaps fails to do justice to the beauty of the rites accompanying 
the presentation of the “first fruits” at the Temple, Ihe fruits were most 
tastefully arranged in baskets. ‘The barley was put lowermost, says 
Maimonides, “the wheat over it, the olives above that, the dates over them, 
the pomegranates over the dates, and the figs were pat uppermost, 
were set between each kind to separate it from the other, and clusters of 
grapes were laid on the figs to form the outside of the basket. As the 
procession of pilgrims bearing these gorgeous haskets appre hed di rusaiem, 
psalm and music added their strains. ‘ An ox, destined for the Altar, went 
before them with gilded horns and an olive crown upon its head, and a piper, 
too, preceded them playing ; and all the air rang with melody and the song 
of the people, singing :—‘I was glad when they said unto me : Let us go 
unto the House of the Lord.’” The rest of the ceremony was conceived in 
the same florid style. Hence, though the modern custom is, strictly speaking, 
imitated from-another religion, the minhag is so thoroughly in keeping with 
the ancient mode of celebrating Pentecost that there is every reason for us to 
rejoice that the practice has become so much honoured in our midst,

The speech, reported in our last issue, of Dr. Niven, the 
Medical Officer of Health for the City of Manchester, at the 
Annual Meeting of the Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association of 
that city, was very interesting. There has doubtless been a 
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large immigration of Russian Jews into Manchester during the last decade, 
and it is satisfactory to know that the rate of mortality is very much lower 
in the specially Jewish districts of Red Bank and Strangeways than in me 
adjoining non-Jewish districts. Dr. Niven specially called attention to the 
very low rate of infant mortality, and to the comparatively few deaths due 
to phthisis. He attributes this satisfactory condition to the greater care 
which Jewish mothers in the poorer classes take of their children owing to 
their not working at factories, to the sobriety and temperance of Jews, 
and to their adhesion to the traditional dietary laws. Altogether the 
Manchester Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association is to be congratulated upon 
the success of its efforts. When it was instituted ten years ago, 1t was 
spoken of as unnecessary and even harmful, even by those who were esteemed 
for their foresight and business capacity. Now the society is avowedly one 
of the most important in the Manchester Jewish community. It employs 
two salaried District Visitors, and it has branches providing work 
for poor women, encouraging thrift amongst them, affording amusement 
aud: recreation for work-girls, supporting a Holiday Home for poor 
children, and undertaking Rescue Work. It also arranges Women’s 
Services for the Sabbath. Of course very much of the success 
of the Society must be due to the excellent organising power of the 
President, Mrs. Behrens, and to the perfect harmony which exists amongst 
the Honorary Officers and the various members of the Committee. The 
Ladies’ Visiting Association may seem to be growing unwieldy, and 
engaging in very varied work, but it would be a serious error to allow 
any department to separate itself from the general body and attempt an 
independent existence, 

There was a practical and highly flattering demonstration of respect 
towards Mr. I’, D. Mocatta on Tuesday evening, at the Festival Dinner in 
aid of the City of London Hospital for Diseases of the Chest (Victoria Park), 
at which that revered philanthropist presided. The Secretary of the Hospital 
read the list of donations amounting to £1,844, and some enthusiastic friend 
of the charity present remarked that “it should be made even money.” Then 
there ensued an animated scene of competitive philanthropy. One represen- 
tative after another of Kast End Hospital Aid Societies increased their lists 
‘out of respect to the Chairman,” and their example was followed by individual 
donors, until the amount originally desired in the challenge was actually 

doubled. When a demonstration towards the Chairman at a Charity Dinner 
spontaneously takes the form of adding £400 to the amount raised on the 
occasion, it may be safely concluded that he is the right man in the right 
place. 

Mr. Spurgeon has related in his “ Lectures to my Students ” that having 
often complained, to ro eflect, of the want of ventilation in a chapel in which 
he ministered in his youth, he took the remedy into his own hands when he was 
one day passing the building with a stout stick. The Rev. Professor Marks last 
Sabbath adopted an equally novel method of publishing a complaint which 
he has often had occasion tomake privately. Before commencing his sermon, 
the reverend gentleman stated that the singing of the choir frequently 
destroyed the sense of the original Hebrew. He instanced a verse in the 
Y0th Psalm, which reads as follows : ‘* My eyes shall also see the fate of my 
enemies, and of that of the wicked who rise up against me my ears shall 
hear.” It is phrased by the choir thus : “ My eyes shall also see; the fate 
of my enemies and of those who rise up ; against me the wicked; my cars 
shall hear.” Another passage that appears to. have grated on the reverend 
gentleman's ears is the following at the taking out of the Law: ‘ Arise O 
Lord, and let thine enemies be scattered, and those who hate Thee flee before 
Thee ’—which ‘is interpreted by the choir: “ Arise O Lord, and let be 
scattered; ‘Thy enemies and they shall flee ; those who hate Thee before Thee.” 
The preacher stated that he would continue from time to time to call public 
attention to the subject, until the mistakes he had complained of were 
corrected, It is gratifying to observe that the Senior Minister of Berkeley 
Street continues, even at his greatly advanced age, to take so minute an 
interest in the congregation of which he has so long been the head. But 
in his zeal for correctness, the reverend gentleman appears to have lost sight 
of the fact that it is not always possible to phrase musical passages so that 
they shall exactly fit to the sense of the words—which, however, is so much 
the worse for the music chosen.

OBITUARY

DR. ALEXANDER KOBUT. 


America has lost a ripe scholar in Dr. Kohut, who, a telegram from New Y 
informs us, died on Monday, the 28th, at the age of 52. For more than ade d _ 
was Rabbiof the congregation Ahawath Chesed in New York, but, though hie « he 
oratory was not lacking in distinction, one thinks of him rather as the author “ 
the Aruch Completum than as a preacher. The transference of his activity f, na 
Germany to America is typical of the ardent desire shown by many cop. — 
tions in the United States to appoint Rabbis of European reputation ye 8 
ministers. America has thus been able to attract many men of fame, but q — 
them none was nearer the first rank than was Dr. Kohut. Te 

Dr. Kohut was Ober-Rabbiner in Stuhlweissenburg, and, | think, filled oth 

Rabbinical posts before he’left Europe. Of his earlier literary work one m 
say that it chiefly centred round his Persian studies, His essays on Anes 
were widely aad: and only a couple of years back he supplemented thesa eggay 
by further contributions to the Jewish Quarterly Review on the Persian parallels to 
the first chapters in Genesis. Lis enthusiasm for Persian antiquities led him 
occasionally to wrong conclusions, as when he found for the Book of Tobit 
Persian origin. But his work entitled Aritische Beleuchtung der Persischen 
Pentateuch- Uebersetzung der Jacob ben Joseph Tavus (Leipzig, 1871) was a model 
of erudition. It has an able introduction on the early translations’ of the Bible 
and shows that width of knowledge which afterwards so fully distinguished the 
author. 7 
Besides these Persian studies, Dr. Kohut took in recent years a great part in 
the rousing of public interest in the Yemen literature brought to light } 
Shapira. The “ programmes” of the New York Seminary were embellished p 
important essays, which have appeared too recently for it to be necessary to write 
of them atany length All his other writings, among which must be named 
his valuable essay on the controversies regarding the fifty-third chapter of Isaia 
are dwarfed before his Aruch Completum which, deapite its faulty arrange. 
ment, is an excellent piece of work. It will long remain a monument. of 
Germano-American Jewish scholarship. 

A few words must be added with regard to his relation to the religious 
parties in America. His interest in the New York Seminary, which was founded 
on traditional lines,wasso keen thathe macespecial journeys to Europe on its behalf, 
I can speak with confidence of his religions views, for he used much persuasion 
to induce me to join the teaching staff of the Seminary. Indeed, Dr. Kohut agreed 
very closely with those who wish to see Judaism progress, without breaking the 
chain binding the present to the past. A form of Judaism which would throw 
off the Rabbinical tradition was, said Kohut, a deformity; “a skeleton of 
Judaism without flesh and sinew, without spirit and heart.” This is true. 
Judaism is forsooth to commit suicide and claim that it is developing! Dr, 
Kohut’s Judaism, to use his own somewhat cumbrous phrase, was “ Mosaic- 
Rabbinical Judaism freshened with the spirit of progress.” The difficulty and 
danger of all such positions is, of course, that it makes a great demand on 
the holder’s moderation, that it in short tends to make the religionist a 
politician. Dr. Kohut would have both ceremonies and no ceremonies, a rather 
’ weak compromise being the result. Yet surely his conservatism was a healthy 

impulse in a country which had given itself up with youthful enthusiasm to the 
reconstruction of religion in general and of Judaism in particular. “ Conservative 
progress and not a violent, unruly, unsympathetic and forced march” was what 
Dr. Kobut asked for. He gave a modern turn to the old Mishnaic utterance, 
NON WY NP, not abstract theories, nor abstruse philosophies nor. 
contemplative speculations make up the sum and substance of Judaism, but the 
vital religious deed.” This is only to say in other words that Dr. Kohut, unlike 


many other American Rabbis, attached considerable value to ritual 
conduct as laid down by tradition. And who shall doubt that Dr. 
Kohut’s influence has been a_ benelicent one in America? America 


with England holds the destiny of Judaism in her hands. Well has it 
been that she has numbered among her Rabbis not only Reformers but also 
Scholars. The student of Judaism is the safest Reformer. As he knows the 
past he respects it; as heis familiar with tradition he loves it. I would safely 
trust Judaism to no one but the man who, at once, knows and loves its past and 
appreciates the needs of the present. The man who /nows me shall reform me. 
Men like Dr. Kohut, without solving the problem of progress themselves, help 
others ta grapple with it. Surely this is a great work too.

THE NEW STRUGGLE FOR RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 

Sir.—Mr. N. 8. Joseph claims to be the exponent of Jewish opinion on 

nearly all matters of public policy, but nothing, I venture to think, can be more 

opposed to Jewish feeling than the arguments by which he supports his own 
views on the unfortunate religious squabble which has now for so ey 
months occupied the attention of the School Board, The proposition whic 

Mr. Joseph wishes to enforce is not so generally denied by members of the 
Jewish community as to need the array of invective by which he supports 1t. 

Stated simply, and stripped of the verbiage by which he has chosen to surround 

it that proposition is, “ That having regard to the different creeds professed by 

rents whose children attend the public elementary schools, it is to be pre- 
erred, both politically and educationally, that such schools should be 
undenominational in character.” I venture to think that very few Jews will 
deny this proposition. Still, lam not illiberal enough to suggest that no one, 

be he Jew or non-Jew, could conscientiously think otherwise ; nor should I 

impute sordid motives to those who may disagree with me, We may, however, 

take it for granted that the majority of our fellow-citizens, and nearly all non- 
conformists, amongst whom, for the purpose, Jews may be included, will accept 

it is difficult then, to see Mr. Joseph's purpose, in seeking to rouse, as his article 
must, feelings of religious hostility between Jews and non-Jews, and in casting 

undeserved opprobrium upon clerics of all classes and beliefs. Indeed, one 
would almost think that Mr. Joseph, if such were possible, distrusts his own 
position, when he finds it necessary to impute mala fides to all who may venture 
to oppose him. 

i have said Mr. Joseph claims to be the exponent of Jewish thought. But 
not content with this, I find he further claims to expound Christian thought, and 
to know what Christians think and believe, quite independently of what they 
say. Is it possible to imagine a statement more overflowing with the com- 
placency of self-trust, or more distasteful to the very many who would repudiate 
the imputation of hypocrisy that underlies it, than the following :—* If it were 
possible to take a religious census of those who, in their heart of hearts, believe 
in doctrinal Christianity as set forth in the Church Catechism, they would, with- 
out doubt,—putting aside those whose living is in the church,—constitute but 
a small minority.” 

- Mr. Joseph admits that to “the ordinary mind” it would seem that in a 
Christian country the teaching of the Christian religion would not be unreason- 
able, but he qualifies this admission by explaining that the word “ Christian ” has 
nothing to do with Christianity. Perhaps it is necessary to have an extraordinary 
mind to fully appreciate Mr. Joseph’s reasoning, But most persons of “ ordinar 
mind ”’ will feel, that it ill becomes Jews who have been too often, and are still, 
in many places, the victims of persecution, to assume an attitude of dogmatic 
intolerance towards their Christian fellow countrymen, or to refuse to recognise 
that Christian may conscientiously believe in doctrine. which naturally does 
not appeal to Jews, 

It is this attitude of Mr. Joseph’s mind as exhibited in his unconcluded 
article in your columns which seems to me to make this protest in the name of 
true tolerance absolutely necessary, Mr. Joseph will probably honour me with 
a reply, He may possibly include me aniongst those, whoever they may be, who 
“ barter their birthright for the smiles of highly paid ecclesiastics; but I trust 
he will not impute to me opinions on the question of the “insidious circular,”’ 
which I do not hold. But one is really at a loss to know the origin of all this 
warmth and anger, and high sounding phrases, so ill adapted to the language of 
sober argument. It would be interesting to know the exact value Mr. Joseph 
sets on “the blood of his martyred ancestors” in this relation, or at whom he 
is pointing the finger of scorn as “ casting to th » winds the Monotheistic Idea with 
cowardic3 and traitorous surrender.” Is all thisspleen the result of Mr. Joseph's 
fear that any Jewish Candidate for the School Board is so devoted to the 
“insidious circular” that in support thereof he is willing “to treacherously 
surrender the only principle for which he has a right to separate existence ? ”’ 
Really this 1s not worthy of Mr, Joseph's deserved reputation for common 
sense, As might have been expected after such an outburst, Mr. Joseph is not 
quite intelligible in the opinion he expresses on the vexed question of 
Denominational Schools, though in explaining what is true Christianity he is 
sufficiently dogmatic. In one sentence he tells us that Denominational Schools 
are “ the offspring of clericalism,”’ for which he has no good word ; andin another 
that “we Jews should be the last to desire their extinction,” This is vague. 
Mr. Joseph speaks with no uncertain voice, however, when he states that “ the 
Unitarians of to-day are the true Christian eclectics,” that “ they have taken the 
best and noblest factors of Christianity and discarded the worthless elements, 
products of early priestcraft,” and “ that no better declaration of the Christian 
doctrine could be found than in the circular” of a well-known Unitarian. This 
is an ex cathedra statement which orthodox and conforming Christians through- 
out the country might be pardoned for resenting, and which, it is to be hoped, 
this protest will prevent their regarding as indicative of Jewish tolerance and 
Jewish good taste, | 

_ One looks in vain through Mr. Joseph’s three columns for the reason of 
this inopportune outburst of unkind sentiments, and one wonders who is the 
Jonah whom he wishes to cast overboard, Perhaps he will condescend to 
enlighten us,

EDUCATION IN GERMANY. | 

Sik,—In your last issue, Mr, N. 8, Joseph makes a thoroughly unjust attack 
on Dr. Hildesheimer. The Bill proposed by Count Zedlitz Priitschler, though in 
itself not an ideal measure, was very benevolent in its intentions towards Jews. 
It was the first Bill that A gare to make the teachiag of the principles of the 
Jewish Religion to Jewish children, a daty incumbent upon the State. 
Hitherto the Jewish Religion had only been tolerated, and the diffusion of a 
knowledge of Judaism was left to the good (or bad) will of the communities. 
In a realm where everything is regarded from an “ official” standpoint. many 
liberal Jews welcomed Count Zedlitz’s Bill. By the bye, I suppose that Mr. 
Joseph means by “enlightened,” the Jideral Jews, know. many 
enlightened Jews among the orthodox and many fanatics among the unorthodox. 
The pleading of Dr. Hildesheimer for the Bill gave our “ liberal” newspapers a 
good opportunity to denounce all the orthodox—whether Jew or Christian— 
and so protect themselves against the anti-Semitic attacks they had reason to 
fear, for the Clerical party uses anti-Semitism as a weapon to gain popular 
support, It is true that some—but by no means all—“ liberal” Jews shared 
the views of their papers. 

The Bill of Count Zedlitz would have served Judaism, and there was more 
reason to fear anti-Semitism from the views enunciated in the “liberal” press 
than in those = forth by Dr, Hildesheimer.

EAST END SCHEME, 


Srr,—The Rev. B, Schewzik in his letter in your last issue invites me t 
reply to certain statements he has made therein. I do so on the distinct under. 
standing that this will end the matter so far as I am concerned. ; 

The Rev. B, Schewzik complains that I was not justified in re 
previous letter, which appeared on May 11th, as being “ somewhat misleading,” 
and that I ought not to have suspected him of being inclined to take the post of 
Rav, or minister in Kast London. I think that I can supply ample justification 
for the said statement and opinion. | 

He began by stating that twelve hundred applications for seats jp 
the proposed New Synagogue in Commercial Road have already been 
sent to the Secretary of the United Synagogue, asking for seats, “ at a moderate 
weekly rental.” ‘ Those 1,200 applications are now in the office of the United 
Svnagogue.” “Everyone who interests himsalf in the Scheme is at liberty 
to examine the applications and to ascertain who are the people who have 
applied for seats.” 

What are the facts? The applications do not mention “ moderate weekly 
rental” at all, and [ have been informed by residents in Whitechapel of far 
higher authority than Mr, Schewzik, of Ramsgate, that the bulk of those who 
signed the application expected to get almost everything for nothing. Further- 
more, I have seen a letter from the Secretary of the United Synagogue to Mr, 
Morris Harris, a fair-minded resident in Whitechapel, informing him that 
Mr. Schewzik’s statement was unauthorised, and declining to give him permis: 
sion to see the applications, 

Further misleading statements were that 1,500 seatholders would pay on an 
average 6d., a week when the synagogue in question is to seat 1,0; also 
speaking of the East End he makes the absurd assertion that “50,000 Jews are 
without synagogue accommodation,” whereas there are not 50,000 adult Jews 
in the whole of London even if you include Jewesses. | 

So much for his first complaint. ‘The second was that I wished to know 
if Mr, Schewzik did, or did not, desire to become the East End Rav, Mr. 
Schewzik denies having any such desire and cites a _ proposal I made 
to him about four years ago, no doubt forgetting that my proposal 
was confidential. That is, however, a minor point. What were the 
facts? My lamented friend Dr. Asher induced me to interest myself 
in favour of Mr, Schewzik when he first arrived in this country, Remembering 
this, I suggested to Mr. Schewzik that he should become a candidate for the 
post of minister to the Federation, the salary of which office was £300 a year, 
guaranteed for three years. The statement is quite true that the oiler was 
* unhesitatingly declined,” but Mr. Schewzik forgot to add that he proposed a 
higher salary and a longer term, which I did not feel justified in granting, 
Furthermore, I was informed by a mutual friend that Mr, Schewzik asked his 
advice, which was to the effect that he should apply for the 
post. Considering those circumstances, I was justified in assuming 
that under certain conditions Mr. Schewzik would accept such a post, Never- 
theless, if in the next year or two he should not have become a candidate, or 
accept an East London appointment, I will be happy to admit my 
misconception, 

Finally, he insinuates, in a manner unworthy of a Reverend, that | 
think “it would be against my political interests to allow a body like the 
United Synagogue to get a footing.” I treat this false accusation with the 
contempt it merits, and I take leave of Mr, Schewzik with this remark, thata 
fundamental error underlies all his arguments, 

His experience before he resided permanently in Ramsgate was acquired 10 

-atown in Russian Poland. I have visited several of those towns where large 
synagogues can prosper, because rich and poor dwell together, and where any o 
can easily walk toa large central synagogue. In Whitechapel the well-to-do 
tradesmen reside elsewhere, yet on such knowledge he advocates that " 
should burden our community with a colossal synagogue near the congestor 
districts and close to eight suitable synagogues where there are many vacal 
seats at extremely low prices. lof 

In conclusion I would refer to the threatening attitude of the hendts ‘or 
Hambro’ Synagogue seatholders. They will hardly trighten Lord Rothschild, fo 
if an appeal were made to the Charity Commissioners their decision pets 
probably be the reverse of what was expected, no doubt they would geet 
the transfer of United Synagogue funds from consols to lofty sugar W4 
houses which no prudent financier would buy. |

SATURDAY POLL. 


Sir,—The Report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Board 
of Deputies which was received and adopted on Sunday last, leaves much to be 
desired. We were informed at the Board, on the authority of a letter from the 
Chief Rabbi addressed to an anonymous correspondent, that voting on the 
Sabbath is not prohibited provided the pen is not used. The Ballot Act con- 
tains a provision for an “orthodox” Jew to get done for him that which he 
considers wrong to do himself, Consequently, 1t was resolved to take no steps 
on behalf of the Jewish community to prevent all elections being permanently 
fixed for the Jewish Sabbath. We were told that this negative course was 
prudent and expedient, and there the matter rests. Noother view entered into 
the consideration of my practical minded colleagues. 

There is, however, another view which I desire to put before the constituents 
of the Board through your columns. ay 

Voting on the Sabbath day is either right or wrong, but to say that it is not 
wrong, provided we vote by a different method from other people, is a piece of 
casuistry utterly lowering to the dignity of our community and of our religion. 
To reduce the definition of “ keeping the Sabbath holy” to a miserable ritual 
technicality is a degradation of Judaism. To be mixed up with the turmoil of 
an election cannot be reconciled with the holiness of tie Sabbath except on one 
ground, namely, that duty to the State takes precedence of special obligations 
belonging to particular religions. That course is a defensible one—but it is not 
the course which has been taken in this matter. On the other hand, the natural 
course is to claim that having elections on Saturday is objectionable to Jews, 
precisely as having elections on ey is objectionable to Christians. If I 
were in the House of Commors, I should deem it my duty to urge that view 
upon those who are responsible for the third clause in the Registration Bill, It 
must be a violation of the principle of religious equality to force upon any 
section of the Electorate an act which involves either the violation of their 
religious scruples or their disfranchisement. If a Radical Government were 
made to see this aspect of the question in its true light, they would be bound 
by their avowed principles to meet the difficulty. Lt is deplorable that those 
Jews who are called /ead’rs should view this matter only from the point of 
view of so-called prudence,

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. . 

Sr1z,—We are once more on the eve of Hospital Sunday in London, and for 
the twenty-second year in succession, the courtesy of your assistance is asked to 
enable me in my capacity as Treasurer of the Fund to make a very urgent 
appeal to the charitable public to support this annual effort in aid of the 
hospitals, dispensaries and convalescent institutions, which are so continuously 
and so largely providing for the wants of the sick poor of the metropolis. 

_ Last year the fund reached a total of £39,2%), being less than has been 
raised in any year since 1885, and this amount was distributed among 122 
hospitals and 55 dispensaries. It is computed that at least £10010) is meee TF to 
clear these institutions from debts incurred beyond their normal incomes, in the 
medical and surgical treatment ot the London poor. An interesting return 
recently published in the Lancet shows that last year no fewer than 10.585 
in-patients and 3,871,200 out-patients were treated in the various hospitals in 
addition to 243,801 accident and emergency cases. In spite of this, it is a fact 
that whereas 200 years ago the hospitals in London could take in one sick person 
out of every 133 residents, the proportion is now one out of every 65), But the 
good done by the Hospitals cannot be estimated by mere statistics of treat- 
ment, for as the same article points out :— 

“ New principles in medicine, a new era in surgery, and aclearer com- 
prehension of the laws of health, and of the secret processes of disease are the 
offspring of the tenderness, skill and assiduity with which the sick poor have 
been cared for in the hospitals. Sanitary laws have been aca, ore! and 
although even now these are often very inadequately applied, their absence, 
if hospitals were abolished in London altogether, would reduce us from the 
present high degree of civilisation for which we are in a great part indebted 
to the hospitals, again, to a condition little short of barbarism.” 

For these reasons I venture, with your permission, to prefer dn especially 
pressing appeal for the benevolence of the various congregations on Hospital 
Sunday. It is the one opportunity given in each year for the churches of the 
metropolis, through their ministers and laity, to join in an expression of 
gratitude for the good work effected by the Londoa Hospitals, aad aso of 
thankfulness for the immunity from sickness and accident which in our own 
families we have enjoyed, | |

Mr. Henry Lvcas asked permission, before the business on the agenda was 
proceeded with, to propose that a letter of congratulation should be written and 
sent to Sir Samuel Montaga, Bart., M.P., upon the honour which had been con- 
ferred on him. It had been his misfortune often to differ from Mr. Montagu ; 
the same, no doubt, had been the case with many other members of the Council. 
They might have differed from Sir Samuel Montagu in politics, in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the United Synagogue and of other institutions, but 
however much they might have differed from him, they must all acknowledge 
that Sir Samuel Montagu was a man possessed of a very strong feeling oflove for 
Judaism.—( Hear, hear), They knew him to be an observant, earnest Jew, to 
be liberal both of his means and of his time for the benefit of his fellow-J ews, 
showing in that respect a noble example to others of his race. It was because 
Sir Samuel Montagu was a thorough charitable Jew that he thought they ought 
all to congratulate him upon the honour which Her Majesty had conferred on 
him, an event which must give pleasure to him and must be received with satis- 
faction by the whole of the Anglo-Jewish community.—(Hear, hear), It was 
for that reason that the vote ought to be passed, and not merely because Sir 
Samuel Montagu happened to be a member of that Council. 

Mr. Bensamin L, Conen, M.P., said that he thought the Council would be 
of opinion that although he happened to occupy the chair it did not. disqualify 
him from seconding the proposal that had been submitted to them, and he could 
conscientiously say that he had never seconded a motion with feelings of more 
unalloyed and unqualified pleasure. Mr. Lucas had referred to it having 
been his lot to bave differed from Sir Samuel Montagu on matters which the 
Honorary Officers had thought it their duty to submit to the Council, and 
they had not always bnen able to count on the friendly and powerful influence 
of Sir Samuel Montagu in the support of those proposals, He thought he 
could conscientiously lay claim to bis share of the occasions when he had 
differed from Sir Samuel Montagu on matters connected with the United

Indeed, though all the authors of the expert opinions agreed as to the 
Jewish slaughtering method not being psinful, none of them produced weighty 
arguments capable of proving the great superi rity of Shechita over the method 
of stunning from the point of view of humanity. 

Four years ago this question assumed an acute shape in the societies for the 


protection of animals throughout Russia, and it was included in the agenda of 


the pan- Russian Convention convoked at St. Petersburg in 1801 with a view of 
prohibiting that method. 
Dembo, of the St. Petersburg Alexander Hospital, ma‘e up his mind to study 


this question experimentally in all its bearings, both at the slaughter-house, and 


in the laboratory. He was invited by the Russian Central Society for the Protec- 
tion of Animals to make a report to the Congress on the various slaughtering 
methods, when he succeeded in‘proving, in the presence of 600 delegates from all 
parts of Russia that the Jewish method far from being inhuman, deserved 
preference over all other: methods. 

Congress, where he had to face numerous opponents, among them reveral 
Professors of Veterinary Surgery, who demanded the prohibition of the Jewish 
method, this was no mean success ; Dr. Dembo’s report had the effect of prevent- 
ing the immediate prohibition of Shechita, and of obtaining the appointment of a 
commission of experts for the investigation of this question which is to come up 
for final decision at the next Congress to be held at Warsaw in 1804. This com. 


mission was formed of 14 members, among whom there are several Professors of 
Veterinary Surgery and Physiology, including Dr. Dembo, who, having been 
officially appointed Member of the Commission, gave it the benefit of his labours 
Again, Dr. Dembo succeeded jn 


through the whole of the winter of 182-3. 
demonstrating, to the satisfaction of the majority of members, the superiority of 
the Jewish method. 

In August last, Dr. Dembo went to Berlin, in view of the agitation against 
Shechita that had grown up in Germany, and he devoted the whole winter to a 
comparative chemical examination at the laboratory of Professor Dubois Reymond 
of meat slaughtered by different methods. In this way he established the fact 
that meat slaughtered according to the Jewish mode presents less favourable 
opportunity for the development of putrefying substances and bacteria, while itis 
greatly superior from the point of view of hygiene to stunning and other methods, 
In Berlin and elsewhere, he convinced experts of this fact, and by his labours he 
shed altogether a new light on the question of the slaughtering of anithais. His 
subsequent researches in the slaughter-houses of Germany, Switzerland, Italy and 
England have recently been noticed in the Jewish Chronele, 

A study of the agitation during the past 47 years, proves conclusively that 
the Shechita controversy must cease when the Jews are content to defend them- 
selves on scientific grounds only. Or. Dembois therefore of opinion that the 
plan of defence must be changed, and that the justice of the cause has to be 
proved by the aid of science. He attributes the success achieved in Russia to 
his abstention from all references to religion ; and if the subject be dealt with in 
all other countries as it was in Russia on scientilic grounds only he is convinced 
that the time is not far distant when the Jewish method will also be accepted 
by Christians. To achieve this object, Dr. Dembo will attend Congresses at W ar- 
saw and Berne, and publish and circulate an English translation of his German 
and Russian work on the subject, as well as other works, now in preparation,

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THE BOOK AND ITS PEOPLE. 


TuE English people love the Bible, and their affection extends to the Bible's 
originators. That is the secret of the failure of anti-Semitism to finds 
hospitable entry into these shores. That is why, when a Statesman of the 
foremost position like Mr. CHamperuain advocates the restriction of foreign 
immigration, he does so with keen regret. And this tacit, yet ail-pervading 
love not only for the Book, but for the people of the Book, implies a duty 
which the Jews of England can only ignore with disgrace and danger to 
themselves. 

“Measures and not men” politicians cry in vain. The Englishman calls 
for men, confident that the measures will be forthcoming if the men are there. 
No such subtle distinction is possible to the Englishcharacter. It identifies 
professors and profession. It cannot dissociate the Jew from Judaism. The — 
world has always judged Judaism by the Jews ; Englishmen have judged 
the Jews by Judaism. They have ever loved the Hebrew Bible, they have 
found in its call to righteousness of life and thought the supreme voice of 
Gop, and thus they have fancied they were meeting in every Jew prophet, 
an inspired mouth-piece of the Divine. English politics owes more to the 
Old Testament than Jews are aware of, But though the Jew is thus 
ignorant, while he is callously indifferent to the part played in the present by 
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Judaism and the Bible which he neglects, the Englishman 


is not ignorant, 
the Englishman is not indifferent, 


“Society shall be saved by Righteousness,” is the ery of modern 
England in its earnest mood. How? By bringing morality into the domain 
of law, by making what is immoral also illegal. No one who has watched 
recent developments can doubt that this atrue diagnosis. The Eight Hours 
Bill” for Miners, the ‘ Merchandise Marks Aét,” are two instances in point 
Bat few years have passed since it was a moral and voluntary act to inform 
purchasers that the articles they were about to buy were ‘* made in Germany.” 
It is now a legal obligation. Until now it was a matter of personal morality 
whether the mine-owner overworked his underground servants or allowed 
them a fair amount of daily life on the earth's surface. Now it is about to 
be pressed on Parliament to transform this moral obligation into a legal 
enactment, the infringement of which may be met by suitable punishments 
We could easily add to these examples, The social policy of the County 
Cuncil, the compulsory enforcement of sanitary msasures in private houses, 


compensation for injuries, all imply this same tendency to reduce righteous- 
ness to law, to codify morality, 


Surely we need not point out that this is the teaching of! the Bible. 
The application of the principle to particular social questions will, of course, 
always be doubtful. There will be room for much difference of opinion on 
each and every specific proposal brought before Parliament. But while there 
usei to be many voices loud in their almost frantic denial that Parliament 
was competent to deal with these questions at all, these voices are now al| 
but silenced. ‘* Morality as Law,” the watchboard of Judaism, became in 
turns the watchword of Puritarism and the guiding light of English polities 
to-day. 

Now, to return to our original point, Englishmen appreciate their 
indebtedness to the Old Testament. Even professed advocates of Hellenism, 
as opposed to Hebraism, see this. Even Professor Burcner, determined as 
he is to show us how much the world owes the Greeks, how much of the 
world's civilisation, intellectual and moral, proceeded from Hellas, even he 
recognises the importance for modern life of ‘the dominant Hebrew idea of 
a divine law of righteousness and of a supreme spiritual faculty.” And when 
University Professors admit this, the ordinary Englishman must be 
thorough'y imbued, ingrained and not lightly dipped in the notion that for 
mankind ‘morality is law” and “righteousness saveth” are principles of 
life. The professorial mind follows, it does not lead in Eagland, whatever 
it may do abroad. Yet here we find both people and Universities at one in 
the thought, that the Law goeth forth from Zion, that the Book has still a 
message to bring, a massage that shall preach righteousness to an erring 


time and restore moral backbone to an organism degenerating into an 


invertebrate condition. And they look to the people of the Book to justify 
their continued claim to hold the Book. No hereditary rights are here 
almitted. Pussession of the Liw should constitute no points before the 
tribunal of English opinion. 

The pathos of the position is this tacit assumption on the’ part yl 
Englishmen that Jews do really claim, and pride themselves in claiming, to 
be the people of the Book. But, the sad truth must be admitted, many a 
Jew feels embarrassed by the interest felt in him and his Bible by Christians 
He feels an impostor. And too often he is an impostor. Nothing is more 
degrading than to see ignorant Jews questioned about the Bible by Christians who 
are quite unconscious of the fact that they know more of the Book than 
do those from whom they are seeking information. Does anyone believe that 


it is quite safe for Jews to fall into this disgraceful ignorance? Do they | 


not see that they must fall out of the very curtent of English life if they. 
they of all men, fail to draw from the well of Judaism undefiled, the Bible. 
the Word of Gon? It is strange to urge the study of the Bible on Jews as 
a duty they owe to their country. But this is indeed the glory of England 
that such a plea can be urged. We do call upon English Jews 
as Englishmen to mend their ways and restore the Bible to their 
lives. Not the Bible alone, for Judaism has developed beyond it, 
above it, and away from it. But in the first and chief place, 
the Bible. The Feast of Weeks will have come to us in vain 
if wedo not use it in setting our morality in order, if we do not deter- 
mine to find salvation by righteousness in the law, as our Bible and our 
Religion bid us do. We owe this to our dignity, to our self-respect. We 
have been loved for our Bible, we have been petted, we have been treated as 
the darlings of Gop. Jews have endured persecution enough ; in the past 
they bore their trials patiently, now they are inclined to refuse to accept the 
burden, but grumble and groan as though the weight had fallen on their 
backs. But that is another story. If we have suffered persecution for our 
religion have we not also enjoyed an unearned increment of regard and of 
affection? Shall we act the cheat and accept the honours of a trust which 
we are secretly betraying? And we have seen that this appeal to reverence 
and acting up to the Bible can be made without any straining of conscientious- 


hess. The Bible and the Bible alone still holds the key to human progress. 
W hether Jews be its bearers or basely surrender their position to others, the 
light of the Bible will continue to be the Light of the World. The Bible 


will reign for ever, it. is only we ourselves who are in: danger of deposition. 
The Book endures, shall we cease to be its People ? 


THE EAST END SOHEME. 


TEXT OF THE REPORT. 


The following is the full text of the Report onthe East End Scheme. which 
was issued yesterday to the members of the United Synagogue, in anticipation 
of the general meeting to be held at the Jews’ Free School on the lst July, 


when the Scheme will be submitted to the general body of seatholders for adop- 
tion or rejection :— 


On the 5th January, 1892, the Council of the United Synagogue resolved “ to 
close the Hambro’ Synagogue conditionally that the Synagogue should be 
removed within a distance of two miles east of the present building, and the site 
for the new building be approved by the Council.” 

Having in view the promise made to the members of the Hambro’ Syna- 
‘gogue in the above-recited resolution, as well as the urgent need to provide suit- 
able accommodation for public worship in the East End for the mass of poor 
Jews resident in that district of London, the Council have decided that the 
Hambro’ Synagogue shall be re-built in Commercial Road, together with other 
contemplated adjuncts hereinafter referred to. 

The plot of land in question has a frontage to Commercial Road, and 
frontages to three other streets. The total areais 10.50) feet. of which 9800 
feet (the Eastern Section) will be available for the purposes of the proposed 
Scheme, The price asked for the freehold of the whole site is £144). 

A lease of the Western Section, consisting of old and very lofty warehouses, 
is to be granted to the Vendor at £45) per annum for eleven or twenty-one 
vears, terminable at option of both parties at the eleventh year, so that if the 
United Synagogue acquired the property by sale of its own funds—regarding 
the purchase as a mere change of investment—the £45) would yield more than 
the income derived from the Consols realised. and the proposed site would thus 
be acquired without sacrifice of income. The Council are assured by their 
‘Architect, Mr..N. S. Joseph, that the warehouses are underlet at a total con- 
siderably above the rental of £45) per annum, and that the investment is bighly 
secure. 

Without entering into elaborate details of the Scheme, which will in due 
course, be submitted to the Council, should the resolution to be submitted to 
the meeting of members of the United Synagogue be approved, it may be stated 
that the prominent features of the Scheme are— 

(a) To establish organisations designed especially to meet the require- 
ments of Jews of the working class in the East of London. 

(».) To provide Ministers whose whole time shall be devoted to the 
service of such Jews. | 

(«) To provide a Place of Worship capable of seating at least 1)') 
male worshippers and 4(#) female worshippers 

To remove the existing Beth Hamedrash in St. James's Place to 
the proposed new sy nagegue. | 

(e.) To provide a suitable Court House for the Beth Din, with waiting- 

rooms for Suitors and Witnesses, and Offices. 

(f) ‘l'o provide a large Hall for the use of the members of the proposed 
synagogue and for approved communal meetings 

The Council attach the highest importance to that part of the Scheme 
relating to the Beth Din, and consider that it should be established in the very 
centre of the quarter in which the Jews do mostly congregate, They point out 
that the Beth Hamedrash in its present locale loses much of its value, as it is 
sparsely resorted to by those for whom it 1s primarily intended. 

It 1s estimated that the approximate cost of the land and buildings thereon 
will amount to £55,000, 

It is proposed that this sum shall be provide lias followa :—

It is believed and hoped that the new synagogue, when launched with suit- 
able and energetic officials, will become a centre of communal activity, and will 
draw into itself a large number of subscribing members, so that the annual 
charge for maintenance may be met by its own resources, © , 

‘The resolution arrived at by the Council, on the 3rd April last, is as follows 

“That for the purpose of the erection of the New Hambro’ Synagogue 
and of other buildings in connection therewith, the Counc! authorise 
the acquisition of the freehold piece of land in Commercial Road—as 
shown on the plan submitted by Messrs. Tabor and Matthews to Mr. 
N,S. Joseph—for the sum of £14,300, on condition that a meeting of 
the male members of the United Svnagogue, to be convened ~ursuant 
to Clause 64 of the Scheme to the Uaited Synagogue Act, raury the 
proposal to erect the Hambro’ Synageyue on the site named, and on 
the condition that the Leaseholder Vendor agrees to take a lease of 
the Western Section at £45) per annum, for eleven or twenty-one 
years, terminable at option of either party at the endof the eleventh 
year by six calendar months’ previous notice In writing 

The present meeting is accordingly convened in conformity with the terms 
of the foregoing Resolution of the Council in order that the statutory pro- 
ceedings for the re-erection of the Hambro’ Synagogue may be complied with. 

The high and sacred importance of the subject to te dealt with by the 
meeting cannot be over-stated. During the past nine years the question of the 
condition of the Jews of East London has been brought frequently under the 
notice of the Council of the United Synagogue. Several reports dealing with 
this intricate problem have been presented to the Counetl, setting forth at 
length the causes which have led to the existing state of East End Jewry. By 
their legislation in the past, the Counci! have showa their anxiety to improve 
the religious, moral, and social status of the poorer classes, to bring the large 
foreign Jewish element in East London into close touch with the United 
Synagogue, and to draw them into the body politic of the Avglo-Jewish 
Community, so as to prevent the formation of a community within a 
community. The problem which the Council have to solve is beset with many 
difficulties, and is moveover of paramount importance to the future welfare of 
the whole of the Anglo-Jewish Commanity. 

‘I'he members of the United Synagogue are now asked to assist the Council 


jn settling a question which cries aloud for immediate solution. It is not 


J 
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petented that the labours of a minister, however zealous and respected, nor | 


that the erection of a synagogue, even of the capacity of the one proposec , will 
supply all that is required; but if the community will rally to the support of 
the Council. and if, as is earnestly to be hoped, the new place of worship is 
appreciated and frequented by the Jewsin the East End, at least an important 
beginning will have been made in grappling with one of the most pressing 
questions of the day, in so far as it affects all classes of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. The main problem is to attract the Jews of all classes in the East 
of London, whether foreign or native, within the fold of the body politic; to 
give them membership in the representative institutions of the community ; 
and thus to afford them iu a way alike conducive to the welfare of these 
institutions, andcreditable to themselves, that share in the government and 
administration of the great communal establishments which attachment to the 
community should properly confer, and which it is believed the poorer Jews 
desire and would appreciate, so as to give tangible and living expression to the 
sacred maxim that “ Ail Jews are Brethren.”

116 (as 
modified in the manner provided by Clause 67 of the said Schedule on 
May 24th, 1830), at which the question has been submitted whether it 
is desirable to erect a synagogue to be called ‘The New Hambro’ 
Synagogue ’ (in substitution for the former Hambro’ Synagogue, one 
of the Constituent Synagogues of the United Synagogue) on a 
freehold piece of land in Commercial Road (as shown on the plan 
subenitted by Messrs. Tabor and Matthews to Mr. N.S. Joseph, which 
plan was produced at the meeting), it is resolved that this meeting 
do approve of such erection of a synagogue, to ba called ‘The New 
Hambro’ Synagogue’ upon the said site, which synagogue, when 
erected, will be a Vonstituent Synagogue of the United Synagogue, 
and be entitled and liable to the like rights and obligations with those

THE NEW STRUGGLE FOR RELIGIOUS LIBERTY. 


[ CONCLUDED. | 


Mr. Lyulph Stanley, in his speech of the 25th January, 1894, admirably 
showed how greatly the Bible teaching would suffer by the importation of dogma 
and that its strength and eflicacy could only be secured by leaving the teachers 
unfettered, ‘A Scheme of Bible teaching,” said he, “ will stand if it secures 
general assent, or at least acquiescence. How many believe that such a Scheme 
willstand, if it ischallenged not only by the sceptical and indifferent, but also by 
the great body of Orthodox Nonconformists. [Iam of opinion that if this Bible 
teaching is to have any value, it must be the result of the free working of the mind 
of the teacher. If we step inand dictate doctrines, we destroy any living force 
there might be in his utterances.” 

The Board's Circular presents many curious features, but none, perhaps 
more curious than its exposure of the psychology of the Church Partisan’s 
mind, The Board impresses on its teachers, by the paragraphs already 
quoted from the circular, the duty of imparting definite Church dogmas in connec~ 
tion with the Bible lesson, but, knowing that such teaching would be a violation 
of the Act of 1870, it seeks to legalise its infraction of the law in these words : 


“The Board desire that in giving the Bible lesson, you will strictly observe, 
both in letter and spirit, the provisions of Sections 7 and 14 of the Elementary 
E lusation Act of 187), and taat you will make no attempt whatever to attach 
the children to any particular religious denomination,’’ 

In other words, the teachers are to do their best to instil the doctrines of the 
Church into the minds of the children without attempting to attach them to the 
Church. Is this specimen of disingenuous casuistry the first result of substituting 
‘Christian Religion and Morality” for “ Morality and Religion ?” 

[tis often contended by the Church Party that Nonconformists have no 
grievance arising from the circular, because they always have the right under the 
Conscience Clauses of the Act to withdraw their children from instruction during 
the Bible hour, if they disapprove of the religious teaching. But it is altogether 
forgotten that such a withdrawal, if it takes place, involves a loss to the child, 
because he is debarred fron receiving any Bible teaching by reason of its being 
diluted with dogma of which the parent disapproves. Moreover, it must be borne 
in mind that the act of withdrawal 13 of itself one which stamps the child with a 
distinctive mark, in itself a penalty, so that, as a matter of fact, few parents 
would be found to expose their children to the social penalties resulting from 
withdrawal. None know better than Jews who have attended certain public 
schools, and have withdrawn during prayers, how they have been in consequence 
regarded by their non-Jewish school-fellows as social pariahs, perhaps as infidels. 
It is not fair for a young child to be placed in so invidious a position as to find 
himself regarded as an inferior being by the bulk of his school-fellows, because 
his parents are too honest and too truthful to allow him to be taught to believe 
what he regards as unbelievable, So, although the Act allows the parent to with- 
draw any scholar from the instruction in religious subjects “ without forfeiting 
any benetits of the school,’ if he be withdrawa, in consequence of the teaching of 
religious dogmas, there will be a double forfeiture, the loss of the Bible teaching 
and the loss of that social equality which is the foundation of the associative 
principle, and which is also one of the highest lessons to be inculeated by school 
life. 

There remains yet another evil—probably the greatest—that will result 
from the circular, as now promulgated—the imposition, directly or indirectly, of 
religious tests on the Board’s teachers. The circular insidiously empowers any 
teachers who may find they cannot conscientiously impart Bible instruction in 

the spirit of the new order to relinquish the duty of giving the Bible lesson 
without prejudice to their position, and declares that the religious opinions of 
candidates for app>vintmonts uader the Board will not influence their appointment 
or promotion, and that no questions as to their religious belief will be asked of 
any candidate, 7 |

A recent episode at the London School Board, when the 
Chairman of the Scripture Sub-Committee, actually framed a got of questions ;

are mere waste paper. Although no questions will be asked, the Soteclenil Ny 
teacher will himself declare his inability to teach the doctrines ho bias 
incredible, and he will be registered accordingly as a secularist teacher, naable ‘ 
teach the Bible. The teacher who cin teach all that is required to jo ne 
must, from the school-managers’ point of view, be more valuable and a 
command more votes than he who teaches less than all, especially de 
the subject in which he falls short is ths pot subject of no insignifican a 
portion of the electing body. Especially will this be the case when the election 
of a Head Master or Head Mistress is under consideration, and no one can doubt the 
result, if a candidate for such a position declares his or her inability to teach the Bible 
lesson with all the theological lumber required by the circular. N otwithstandip 
all assertions to the contrary, the circular imposes by its inevitable Consequences 
a religious test, and the conscientious teacher has to condemn himself, Hig 
employers do not throw him overboard. He himself, by his own conscientioys 
confession, walks the plank, and meets his fate—the fate of a martyr to 
his conception of Truth. 

And what will be the result? The encouragement of insincere religious 
profession in the Board's teachers, the establishment of a reign of religious 
hypocrisy, the suppression of truth, the stifling of conscience—the soul of al] 
religion. 

That this is no fanciful prognostication may be inferred from the Memorial 
of the School Board Teachers, whose powerful protest against the circular hag 
been followed by the declaration of 3,110 out of the 7,000 Board School Teachers 
that they cannot con*inue the religious institution untiljthe circular is withdrawn, 
and that they must be ask to be relieved from that duty. The fact that this 
large number of teachers are willing to imperil their position, perhaps even their 
livelihood, by such an act of rebellion against thetr employers is the 
most eloquent proof that they regard the circular as an infraction of religious 
liberty, an attack on freedom of conscience. | | 

Yes: the Battle of the Circular is the first encounter in a renewed war 
against Religious Liberty, a renewed struggle for the Church’s control of the 
conscience of teachers and schools. To the Jew it i3 a matter of deep con- 
cern; for over his: body the battle of religious liberty, was in this country 
fought and won, by the grace of God and by the exertions of the true and 
valiant men who fought in the interest of Justice and Truth. He, at least, 
cannot be indifferent to freedom of Conscience ; for it has always been his 
birth-right ; nor will he aid in denying it to those who would be powerless 
for their work and useless for their mission, if their tongues were to be forced 
to teach what their minds hold to be incredible. The Church and her clergy 
yet have their mission to fulfil, and there is scope enough for their zeal, even 
though all dogmas perish. But to the multitude, the School teachers will be the 
priests of the future; and if these are to teach Morality and Religion with 
success, it must be with free unshackled conscience, as witnesses of Tru:h, 
imparting only what they believe with all their heart and soul.

The Report of the Executive Committee was read and raceived. The follow- 
ing is au abstract :— 

Persia.—The Clerk to the Council has had an interview with a Persian 
gentleman who has just returned from Hamadan, This gentleman sets no value 
on the bond for future good behaviour given by tha Mollah Abdallah. who has 
been restored to his post, as mentioned t» the last meeting of the Council. In 
his opinion, a surer guarantee for the Mollah’s good behaviour is to be found in 
the degradation he suffered while in Teheran, where he was, to all intents and 
purposes, prisoner, 

Morocco.—The Clerk to the Council has also had an interview with an 
English gentleman who has visited Morocco City as well as other parts of the 
Moorish Empire. He offered the suggestion that a Jewish gantleman of 
influence should officially visit Moroczo on behalf of the Anglo-Jewish Assozia- 
tion, and after carefully examining the situatioa, should devise a plan where- 
by the troubles between Jews and Moors should be prevented in future, 

ScaooLs IN THE Bast.—As arranged unofficially batween the President of 
the Association and the Executive Committee on the one hand, and Mr. E. HH, 
d'Avigdor on the other, that gentleman had a long interview on the 1Jth May 
with M. Leven, the Vice-President, and M. Bigart, the Secretary of the Alliance 
Israclite, when various educational matters of comma interest to tha two 
Societies were discussed.

Perfect equality 
Treigas in the school between paying and free papils, and the good education 
oftered to all alike has given the institution a reputation beyond Fez itself. Tha 
Executive Committee have not lost sight of the desirability of adding instruc- 
tionin the English language to the curriculum of the School at Fez. The 

Alliance has repeated its willingness to-co-operate in this direction, and the 
Executive Committee have recently been in communication witb correspondents 
in Morocco, as to the possibility of finding a competent teacher in that country 
or in Gibraltar.—Tae Ladies’ Committee held a moeting on the 17th May, 
when they discussed Mr. Alfred L. Cohen’s report especially in relation to the 
Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem. They have addressed a letter to 
Mdlle. Fortunée Behar, the Head Mistress, in which they have indicated several 
means for increasing the efficiency of the school, and improving the hab.ts and 
appearance of the girls. The Executive Committee are making further arrange- 
ments for the transfer of the Evelina School to the Asscciation at the end of 
the present month,

THE SHECHITA QUESTION, 


Mr, Henry A. FRANKLIN, pursuant to notice, moved: “ That a sum nit 
exceeding £59 be voted towards an honorarium to be offered to Hofrath Dr, 
Dembo, of St. Petersburg, for the purchase of his work ‘ Das Schiichten im 
Vergleich mit andere Schlachtmethoden.’” Mr. Franklin stated that the 
Trustees of the Jacob Franklin Fand had charged themselves with publishing 
an English translation of Dr. Dembo’s work. That work was the most 
important contribution that had been made to the scientific controversy on the 
Shechita Question, and considering that the anti-Semites had made the move- 
ment for the prohibition of the Jewish system a handle for persecuting the 
Jews, it came well within the province of the Association to make a geant as 
proposed, 

Mr, Leoro_p Scu.oss seconded the motion. 

Mr. F. D, Mocarra said that he had for many years studied the question of 
the killing of animais, and he had always experienced the greatest difficulty in 
deciding whether death by stunning or by bleeding was the more humane. Dr. 

embo's work had done more than anything else to convince him of the 
humanity of the Jewish method. ‘Lhe question was one of great Importance. 

t was known that the Russian Government had set itself the task of 
exterminating the Jews by slow degrees, and one of the easiest methods of 
doing so would be by prohibiting Shechita. He thought, therefore, that it was 
congenial to the Anglo-J ewish Association, and desirabie too, that a grant should 
be made to testify appreciation of Dr. Dembo's crusade against Shechita.

An excellent entertainment was provided by the children, the physical and 
vocal exercises of the infants, under the direction of Mies Levene, being particu- 
larly pleasing, ‘The singing of the mixed choir of boys and girls, conducted by Mr. 
Mark Cohen, the Head Master, was perfect. Never has better singing by a Jewish 
School choir been heard than the rendering of a Psalm in Hebrew and the subsequent 
unaccompanied English song. Both children and teacher thoroughly deserved the 
enthusiast c plaudits of the large audience. Mr. H. L, Albart ably presided at 
the piano, 

The prizes were distributed by Mrs, Adler, and included various useful articles, 
euch as a basket of carpenter's tools, One lad received a medal, awarded by 
another institution, to the best boy under fifteen in athletics. At the clore of the 
distribution, 

The Cuier RABBI addressed the gathering. Dr. Adler said that one thing 
which amply compensated him for the hard work he had performed in his pastoral 
tour was the knowledge that the most distant Jewish communities in the kingdom 
were animated by an ardent desire to preserve the ancient tongue and hand 1t down 
to posterity. When one considered the difficulties which the little ones had to 
contend with, not the least of which was their tramp across tue bleak Welsh hills 
in order to acquire a knowledge of Hebrew and religion, and the inevitably inferior 
teaching they received, and then compared those disadvanteges with the excellent 
Borough Jewish Schools, it would be conceded that the residents of London had 
much to be grateful for. He congratulated the children on being instructed in so 
we)l-ordered a school as the Borough Jewish Schools. Before he Jeft town he paid 
a visit to the school; he was disappointed at not seeing the boys, but it was 
consoling to him to learn that they were engaged in playing cricket, He did not 
know of a tetter occupation for boys than atbletics and outdoor sports, He 

therefore welcomed everything which tended to correct the faults and short- 
comings of bygone days. He was pleased to learn that a movement was on foot t» 
orgavise a Jewish Boys’ Brigade, an idea which was due to that great friend of the 
school, the Rev, F, L. Cohen. He was also glad to learn that much attention was 
paid to swimming, thanks to the warm interest displayed by Mr. J. V. Albert 
Further, it was gratifying to fiad that the arrangements for teaching Hebrew and 
religion were of such a nature as to enable all the children to participate therein 
by giving it at the last hour of the morning when all were as-embled ; and that a 
good plan was practised of teaching Hebrew to the children fluently by detailing 
each in turn to go through at schoul a portion of the synagogue service, Seeing 
that such good results had been produced, and that there had been that day winners 
of medals ‘who had not been absent once for two, three and four years, he was not 
surprised that the reports of the Government Inspector and of the Rev, 8S, Singer, 
whose fervent interest in the school was so well kuown, were such extremely 
pleasant reading. While so much bitterness and acrimony were being introduced 
into the debates at the London School Board, the Jewish community could chronicle 
that in their educational establishments there existed perfect unanimity, peace and 
concord, and a desire on the part of all charged with their administration to preserve 
them in all their efficiency. He arked the Jews in the South of London to raliy 
round such ardent managers of the school as the President, Mr, A. H. Jessel, and 
the long-tried Treasurer, Mr. D. L. Jacobs, and to give every support and encours¢ - 
ment to the Head Master, the Head Mistress (Miss Samuel) and the teaching staff 
generally, so that his ardent wirh for the echool esto perpetua, that it may last to 
the end of time, might be rea 'ised.—(Cheers). 

Mr. D, L. JAcops moved the adoption of the Annual Report, and mentioned 
that as the subscriptions amounted to £250, and the expenditure to about £850, 
fully £600 had to be made up one way or the other every year, 1t was hardly 


creditable to the community that although the schocl had been established 27 years 
its funded property did not exceed £650, 
The Report was adopt<d. 


The R-port commences with the assurance that the high level of efficiency 
attained of late years has beep, on the whole, well maintained, The number of 
children on the register of the school is 233, composed as follows: Boys, 106 ; Girls 
(standards), 52 ; Infants and First Standard, 75, The Rev. F. L., Cohen has under- 
taken the preparation of the pupil teachers for the examination for Teschers of 
Hebrew and Religion under.the scheme drawn up by the Council of the Jews’ 
College. Arrai gements bave been made for complying with the requirements of 
the New Code in respect of physical training, ‘The elder boys will, through the 
kind interest of a member ot the Committee, attend a swimming bath twice weekly 
durirg the summer, while thé younger boys and the whole of the Girls’ School will 
be regularly drilled in “ free gymnastics,” under the Swedish system, in which the 
teachers are about to be trained, Messrs. J, and H, Albert again held a special 
examination for tne allotment of prizes. The excellent work inaugurated by the 
Ladies’ Committee has proved of especial value during the winter, when a hot meat 
meal was daily provided at mid-day, paid for by all children except such as were 
privately ascertained t» be unable to contribute, and distributed under the personal 
supervision of the ladies of the Committee, in rotation. In addition, Mra. J, A. 
Cohen, the President of that Committee, herself daily superintended the arrange. 
ments, and during the season raised a sum sufficient to cover the incidental 
expenses connected with these dinners. The Ladies’ Committee has further 
co-operated with the Jewish Ladies’ Clothing Guild, and twice during the year a 


large portion of the garments collected by its members has been distributed by Mr, | 


J. A. Cohen, as President of the local branch, among the children in need of such 
assistance, The Jewish Schools Boot Fund also gave this year sixty pairs of 
excellent boots, through Mrs, F, L. Cohen, the local member of its Committees 
Despite the careful nusbanding of their resources by their Treasurer, Mr. D, L, 
Jacobs, whose interest has been practically evidenced ever since the foundation of 
the schools, the lapse of time since the last Triennial C.llection in 1892 places the 
Committee under the necessity of borrowing from their bankers. A glance at the 
list of subscriptions will show that an adequate proportion of the subscribers, 
among whom are included some parents of pupils, past and present, are resident in 
the district served by the schools. But the section of the community located in 
- South London is by no means a wealthy one, and if the schools are to continue their 
efficiency, and to encourage the dispersion of that portion of the Jewish body 
whose requirements are met by the Elementary Education Acts, they will continue 
to need the generous assistance of all friends of religious and general instruction, 
particularly in the furm of annual subscriptions,

The Rev. Davin Fay, Superintendent of the Classes, read the Ap 
Report, which stated that 60 children attended the Classes, which had now = 
in existence eight years. There are three divisions for Hebrew and ¢ = 
divisions for Scripture History and Religion. The teachers are the Rey "D 
Fay, Mrs, Fay, Miss Jacob and a monitress, The examinations recent} held 
have shown that a good year’s work has been done. Hebrew Reading aa 
translation, which were taken up three years ago, have made marked on : . 
Special attention is given to the moral lessons underlying the Scripture Eiistory 
and extended instruction has been given to the first class in the ethical teaching: 
of Judaism. Mr. H. M. Bernstein again this year offered a Special Prize of fits 
guineas for the encouragement of the study of Hebrew. The result of Dr 
Friedlinder’s examination was of a highly satisfactory character, in so far that 
the maximum number of marks in each subject was gained by the winner of tig 
prize. The general prizes to the pupils were given by Mr. Joseph Pyke, and a 
number of Class Prizes for Hebrew by Mr. 8. Trenner. The attendance and 
discipline at the Classes are highly creditable alike to the children and teachers 
but it is regretted that a larger number of the members of the Central 
Synagogue do not avail themselves of the opportunity afforded by the establish. 
ment of these Classes to give their children the benefits of the instructiog 
imparted there. 

Mrs. Pyke having distributed the prizes, 

Mr. L. E. Pyke, Q.C., addressed the gathering. He said that all those who 
had at heart the moral and religious teaching of children should do whatever 
they could to encourage the work which was being done by the Central 
Synagogue Religion Classes and it was a great delight to Mrs. Pyke and himself 
to assist at that function. The object of education in the real sense of the 
term was to afford true and unerring guidance in the conduct of life and to 
make the rising generation worthy of being good citizens of the country 
in which they dwell. Secular education was only a part of education. It fulfilied the 
mental and intellectual cultivation of the mind and enabled the rising generation 
to acquire the virtues of industry method and of reason. It opened up the 
grand jessons which were to be learnt from science, literature and history but 
it did not profess to complete the education of children nor did it endeavour, 
or profess to endeavour, to deal with the moral and religious training of 
children, yet it was a very important part of education. In these days of 
secular education lessons of moral and religious guidance could only be learned 
by attendance at religion classes. Jews had ever been foremost in matters of 
education ; they had ever held aloft the beacon of light in the dark ages when 
there was nothing but benighted ignorance, and he was sure that Jews would 
be first to avail themselves of the advantages which the State now 
afforded by way of education to all classes. That advantage, however, was an 
advantage which enabled the children who were coming along to be equipped 
for the battle of life, but it did not complete that equipment, and completion 
was only to be affected by seeing that the moral and religious side of life 
was fully borne in mind. He agreed with what was stated in the report with 
regard to the numbers who attend the classes. It was a matter which deserved 
the serious consideration of those who attended the Central Synagogue that in 
a numerous congregation such as that of Great Portland Street, a congreg ition 
which he believed contained as many as ‘{)) children, all of an age to receive 
religious education, there should be attending the Religion Classes no more than 
a small fraction of 60. Mr. Pyke in conclusion, acknowledged the kindness of 
the prize donors, congratulated the prize-winners, and addressed to the teachers 
a few words of encouragement. 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers, which was 
seconded by Mr. AsHerR Isaacs, and acknowledged by the Rev. D. Fay.

SUPERSTITIONS CURRENT AMONG JEWs.— An interesting discussion» 
extending over two evenings, has taken place at the Maccabseans upon “ Super- 
stition.” The Rev. A. A. Green introduced the subject in a-short paper a few 
weeks ago, and the interest which the subject evoked caused the discussion to be 
adjourned in order to allow a greater number of speakers to take part in it. 
Last Sunday evening it was concluded. The debate was illumined 
by learned expositions upon the origin of superstition by the Rev. Dr, 
Lowy and by Mr. Joseph Jacobs who also spoke. It was insisted that so- 
called Jewish superstitions, some of which are still current, are by no means all 
of Jewish origin, Mr, Stuart M. Samuel who presided over the two debates, con- 
tended that the use of candles in certain ceremonies such as placing them in 
the Ark when all the scrolls were removed, had its origin in the 
statement in the Iliad that candles were used to propitiate the 
Deities. Mr. H. J. Cohen repudiated this notion, holding that 
the practice among different races sprang up from independent and separate 
roots, The Rev. Dr. Berlin, of Newport, and Mr, E\kan Adler defended most 
of the practices mentioned as superstitious, advocating the view that in vom 
origin they were not superstitious, but homiletic. Mr, Oswald Simon urge 
that it would be desirable for the ecclesiastical authorities to admit that super- 
stitions had crept into Jewish ceremonial and that they should be Ly seeg tae as 
something tending to the obscuration of the Hebrew faith, lhe Rev. Isidore arris, 
Mr. Asher Myers and Mr. B, Kisch took part in one or other of the oe 
each bringing forward particular instances of superstition. yin w wo 
Speakers were decidedly of opinion that certain practices wile 3th 
in Jewish custom are of a superstitious character, thouga there 
was a difference of opinion as to individual instances, aoe eee 
tended that the use of lights in commemoration of the cao an a. 
breaking of glass at a marriage were superstitions, whilst others A 
that they were merely poetic and religious emblems.

Dr Friedlinder devoted his address to the 
histo: y of Isaiah and the style of his prophetic utterance. He divided the book 
of Isaiah into seven periods, and showed how the prophecies had been fulfilled 
and how deserved were the admonitions the prophet addressed to Israel. Dr, 
Friedlinder dwelt on the manner in which Isaiah emphasised Israel's failure to 
fulfill his mission as the chosen people of God, In his concluding remarks Dr, 
Friedlinder said that Isaiah seldom admits when depicting the approaching 
redemption to add the ple of a final redemption in a remote future, in the 
days of the Messiah. He elevates those whom he addresses to a state far above 
that in which they actually live; they are invited toa loftier, purer atmosphere 
where their eyes only meet with what is good, noble and holy. It is true that 
only asmall remnant msy return to Godand enjoy His favour and mercy. 
But this remnant is the true servant of the Lord, the meek and poor, who delight | 
more in the service of God than in earthly riches and honours, who patiently 
suffer the taunts and reproaches of the haughty, who submit without murmur 
to oppression, persecution and illtreatment for their adherence to their faith 


in God.

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A NEW SYNAGOGUE AT LEEDS. PENTECOST AND FLORAL DEOORATIONS op 


The Hebrew congregation which for the last eleven years has worshipped 
in a depressing little structure in St. John’s Place. New Briggate, Leeds, has so far 
outgrown that extremely modest house of prayer that a new and larger synagogue 
became an absolute necessity, Recently the structure showed tigns of decay to an 
extent which convinced those who attended service there that they were incurring 
physical risks. In these circumstances the only course open to the leaders of 
the congregation was to replace the worn out old edifice by a new one, Accordingly 
the ancient structure has been cleared away, and upon its site a synagogue in which 
1,000 people may sit is to be constructed, Remembering that the members of the 
congregation are mostly working people who cannot spare much toward the project 
in hand, the architect and contractors are working on very economic lines, rhe 
building will consist of a synagogue 54 feet long and 47 feet wide, with a 
gallery 14 feet deep. The ceiling of the synagogue will be dome-shaped and boarded, 
and divided in 6 bays, in each bay there will be a semicircular-headed window. 
The entrances are from Merrion Street and St. John’s Place, 11 feet wide, and from 
the entrance in St. John’s Place a stone staircase will lead to the gallery and 
committee rcom, Externally the building is of a plain but substantial character, 
faced with pressed bricks and finished with stone dressing to the windows and 
floors. Provision bas been made for a Jarge schoolroom in the basement, the same 
in size as the synagogue, which will be lighted with 12 windows. 

The interest evinced in the laying of the foundation stone on Wednesday 
the 30th ult., by Messrs. G. W. Balfour, M.P., (Member for the Leeds Central 
Division) Julius Cohen (Leeds and Hamburg), Lewis Goodman and Nathan Saffer 
augurs well for the success of the project, An impressive ceremonial in which 
from 1,500 to 2.000 Jews of all ranks took part, was presided over by the Rev. M, 
Abrahams, B.A., of the Belgrave Street Synagogue, who was supported by the Rev. 
S, J. Levi, Dr. Umanski, Dr, Stewart, Mr. James Walker, J.P , Councillors Gordon, 
Appleton, Heaton and Denison, Messrs. W, Warren, J.P., Ed, Tiffany (Leeés School 
B.ard), L. B, Walker, A. Hepworth, 8. Camrass, M. Blackston, D. Isaacs, W. Cohen, 
President, together with the committee of the congregation. Mr, G, W, Baifour, M.P., 
on his arrival at-Leeds was met by Mr, Lewis Goodman and the Rev. M, Abrabams, 
who escorted him from the Central Conservative Club through the principal streets 
of the city to the site of the synagogue, where he was accorded a hearty welcome. 
The place was gaily decorated with flags and plants, and presented a festive 
appearance, A temporary tent had been erected over the platform, and seating 
accommodation was amply provided. 

Immediately on the arrival of Mr. G. W. Balfour., the Rev. 8, J, Levi 
chanted N2N JSD and Psalm. cxxxii, The Chairman then delivered an 
address. Hie instituted a comparison between 
worshipping coreligionists now enjoyed ard the former system before modern 
tolerance obtained, In olden times, he remarked, suffering was the badge of the 
Jewish race, now they were able to meet their fellow citizens, even on so solemn 
an occasion, which was so intimately connected with the innermost life of their 
religion, on equal aod friendly terms. The Jews wished to extend no less heartily 
than the Christians the right hand of friendship. Appealir.g for funds for the 
new synagogue, he reviewed the undertaking in which they were engaged, and 
remarked, though not being ambitious, they wished to go by degrees. Although 
the £1,500 they were hoping to raise would only build them the four walls of their 
house of prayer, they relied upon the com ununity to help them in their important 
undertaking. 

Letters of apology were reai from the Chief Rabbi, Sir Julian Goldsmid. Bart., 
M.P., the Right Hon, W, L. Jackson, M.P., the Right Hon. A, J, Balfour, M.P., the 
Mayor of Middlesbro’, Mr. Jacob Moser (Bradford), and other well wishers, whos 
wished the enterprise God speed. 

Mr, Abrahams then presented trowels and mallets to Messrs. G. W, Balfour, M.P., 
Julius Cohen, Lewis Goodman, and Nathan Saffer, each bearing the following inscrip- 
tion : “ Presented by the Hebrew congregation on the occasion of laying the founda- 
tion stone of the St, John’s Place Synagogue, Leeds, Iyar 24th 5654,” The 
Chairman and tae four above-mentioned gentlemen then proceeced to the spot 
where the respective stones were to rest, and each in turn laid his particular 
stone with the usual formalities, declaring it to be duly and truly laid. 
Returning to the platform, the Caairman offered up an impressive dedicatory prayer. 
and the usual prayer for the Qaeen and Royal Family, after which the Rev, 38, J, 
Levi chanted psalm c, 

The Chairman thea called upon Mr. G..W. BALFour, M.P., to address the 
audience, The hon. gentleman, on rising, was cordially welcomed, and expressed 
his sense of the good-will which had inspired the invitation t») him—who was not a 
coreligionist—to take the chief part in the ceremony in which they had just 
engaged. It was in the same spirit that he had gladly accepted the invitation—in 
a desire to show good-will and respect towards an important section of the consti- 
tuents he had the honour to repreeent, (Hear.) He was not surprised to hear from 
the Chairman the financial difficulties which they had to encounter, well knowing 
that the Jewish population of the city, in proportion to their numbers, were not 
overburdened with wealth. (Ilear, hear), He had heard foreigners complain that 
Jews did not make good citizens: England had a more favourable experience 
of them. Where they were not treated as good citizens it was not surprising that 
they had not shown themselves to be such, (Hear, hear). The Jewish race had 
long been oppressed and their religion persecuted. England, unhappily, had not in 
the past been free from blame in this respect, but experience had taught Enaglish 
Christians to extend to their Jewish brethren the hand of friendly tolerance, and for 
many,years they had been admitted to complete civil and religious« quality. The result 
was that the Jewish population had showa themselves an industrious, orderly 
and law-abiding body, aud many of them had risen to high p sts of dignity 
and usefulness in the State, (Applause), No one who approached with fairness 
and impartiality the courses of the Jewish people from the earliest times could 
doubt that they were one if not the most remarkable people known to history, 
With, perhaps, one exception, there was no natiun, with numbers so small, which 
had done so much to mould the ideas, the character, and the thoughts of humanity, 
and Christians shou'd be the last of to forget the debi they owed t» the Jews 
people, (Applause). However much the two religious opinions might differ, the 
principle spirit of the two religions wis one and tue same, It was his profound 
conviction also that there was room forevery agency in the mids: of the iga>rinc>, 
vice, misery, and degradation which our boasted civilization had not been able to 
exp2], and for this reason he rejoiced at having taken part in the imoreasive 
ceremony of laying the foundation-stones of their new synagogue, (Applau3e), 

Mr. JULIUS COHEN expressed his interest in the undertaking, and assurei the 
Executive of the Congregation that he deeply sympathis:d with their action, He 
would ask them to accept a further donation of £50, (Applause).

With all the deference due to such authorities, | yet venture to say that the 
reason assigned for the custom is post-crilic. It dates from a time in our 
chequered history when Pentecost as the harvest festival had lost a great deal of 
its local colour, though, of course, not its binding force. When Israel was 
divorced from the soil of his ancestors, and his possession was no longer the 
Holy Zand, but only the Holy Law, it was then that the significance of this 
Festival had undergone almost a complete change in the idea of its institu. 
tion, and began to be associated with the promulgation of the Decalogue on 
Mount Sinai, which, through a mere happy accident, occurred on the self-same 

ay, and this latter-day significance has permeated the Festival right through 
as if it were in reality its raison d’ctre ; so much so, that everything connected 
with this Feast developed spontaneously in the direction of commemorating 
some feature of the Siuaic event. Little wonder thgn, that the Pentecostal 
custom of adorning the synagogue with foltaga should hive been, as anafter- 
thought, linked with the physicalaspact of the surroundings of Mount Sinai, 
when even the buttercakes eaten on this Festival are regarded by a later 
authority (’) as a symbolic commemoration of the sam2 event, 

The fact, however, must not be ignored, that Pentecost, in its institution, had 
ubsolutely nothing whatever to do with the giving of ths Law on that day on 
Mount Sinai. That historic event was a mere coincidence, of which the Law 
itself takes no notice, for the cbvious reason that the giving of the Law is best 
celebrated by keeping it, and this is to be done every day. Pentecost is the 
complement, or “ Kighth-day Festival SY Passover, and as suchit 
was regarded by the AIL’ YSN, who gave to it the same appellation as that of 
the “ Eighth day of Tabernacles,” viz., MSY, Closing Festival (°). Tuus, Passover 
and Pentecost, the beginning and end of the harvest,make conjointly one festival, 
with a long interval between. The customs therefore associated with the latter 
part of the festival, particularly such as represent the produce of the earth, are 
far more likely to be in relation with the earlier aspect of the festival when 
it was celebrated as the concluding harvest festival of an agricultural people, 
than to connect them with an event which, great though it was, has yet left no 
indication in any of the three names by which this festival is called in. the 
Pentateuch. 

Pentecost is the beginning of the “ Bicurim season.” With the first ripe 
fruit brought into the Temple on that day as the “new offering,’ the season 
began, and “every producer brought in his first fruits as they became ripe,’ In 
accordance with the law prescribed in Deuteronomy xxvi. The season lasted 
right up to Tabernacles, INN IW) NY,” says the Mishnaa 
(O°9133 1.,6). Hence, the probability is, that our ancestors, soon aiter the 
dispersion, moved by a pious solicitude to keep up the Mosaic institutions as far 
as their clime and situation would permit, resolved to make, as it were, some 
substitution for the first ripe fruit formerly offered to God, as the rea! Land- 
Lord, on Bicurim-day—Pentecost. And as in the West no produce of the land 
could be said to be.ripe at this time of the year but plants and flowers, these 
oe therefore been selected, by way of representation, “ new offering ’ unto the 

ord. 

The presence of the })¥ '23)M and such kindred societies in our mid:t, for 
colonising Palestine and wedding our people, once more, to the soil of our 
fathers, inspires us with the hope that the Pentecost of the future will regaia 
its former significance, when the “ new offering” on Bicurim-day will be. made 
not by representation, but by the actual produce of the very land, “as in the 
days of oid, and as in ancient years,”

THe Late Narurant Levy.—"“ M, H.” writes: To the obituary 
of this worthy man, which appeared iu your last issue, the following lew items 
may well be added,. The Kev. N. Levy possessed rare poetic taste and s«ill 
in Hebrew and German versilication. Among his voluminous works, slul ip 
manuscript, there is a beautiful Biblical drama on the picturesque story of 
Hagar, written in pure classical German. Appended to bis tre Aadmoargot®, 
consisting of studies in Biblical and Rabbinical Archwology, is a poem com- 
posed’ on the occasion of the failure of an attempt made in 15v» to assassinate 
Alexander II, of Russia, This graceful tribute of Jewish loyalty eiiited a 
warm acknowledgment in an autograph letter which the Czir sent the poet 
through a special messenger. A man of Liberal views, be wrote in his early 
days the first account in Hebrew of the Darwinian theory of Lyoiuton, 
The essay appeared in the famous periodical, the Hectertar, of Vienna, 
under the title OUN MNI71N, a happy rendering; in the sacred tongue, of the 
title “ Descent of Man.” It led to some correspondence between the Polish 
Jew and the illustrious leader of science, Wrtnoudoxy is sumetilivs ob d with 
narrowness and intolerance. The baselessness of the accusation is proved by 
the life of such a man of hberal culture’and orthodox convictions as Naphtah 
Levy, and by the fact that his dissemitation of advanced scientilic Views among 
his coreligionists was no bar to his obtaining an oflice under the London 
Shechita Board and to his subsequently receiviuy irom high authorities the 
Hetar Horaah—a diploma which qualilies its possessor to decide questions 19 
Jewish Law. Orthodoxy evidently does not keep the intellect in chains, And, 
indeed, Naphtali Levy combined with his open mind for knowlecge an i culture 
a heart fuli of piety and reverence for his ancestral religion, and love for his 
people. He was one of the founders of the ‘Sabbath Observers Society in the 
East End, which seeks to prevent the desecratioa of tue Seventh Day, on the 
part of the Jewish artisans in that quarter of London. lhe Kabbis and sarants 
of the Continent, who knew the deceased from his literary works an i from 
personal intercourse, beld his character and scholarship in high esteem. L hose 
of us whocan form an idea of the many dilliculties and discouragements taat 
attend the pursuit of Hebrew literature in England, will revere the 1 
one who, while engaged by day in winuing bread for his famuy, devoted iis 


nights to Hebrew lore, consecrated his best energies and sacriticed a cons fer able 
portion of his means to its diffusion. It H.eorew literature ts ever to & urish 
in this country, not as a delicate exotic, but as a hardy gative piant, the success 


will be due, in no small measure, to the devotion and euthusiasm of a pioneer 
like Naphtali Levy, who did his utmost to acclimatise it in the land of his 
adoption.”

Our eminent co-religionist Elias Pasha, the talented oculist of the i weer 
has just been decorated by His Imperial Majesty the Sultan with the Gran 
Cordon of the Imperial Order of the Medjidie, This great distinction has been 
conferred upon him in recognition of the numerous services His Excellency 
has rendered, as member of the Supreme Commission on Health which was 
created by Imperial Iradé on the appearance of cholera in Constantinople and 
has since been made permanent. Elias Pasha is the first Jew in the Empire 
who has obtainea this very high honour, and he ‘s moreover the first Jew who 
has been promoted to the rank of General of Division. 

Elias Pasha is also the first Government functionary who takes an active 
interest in the condition and welfare of his co-religionists in this capital. Not- 
withstanding his numerous occupations he devotes himself with heart and soul 
to various philanthropic works, |. 

Another distinguished coreligionist, likewise a doctor, his Excellency Dr. 
Abraham de Castro Bey, has just been decorated by the Sultan with the second 
class of the Imperial Order of the Osmanie. Dr, de Castro Bey was from July 
to October of last year physician in chief at the Lunatic Asylum at Scutari at 
the time when cholera suddenly made its appearance. He fulfilled his duties 
with all the self-abnegation which the post demanded, A man of 

at energy, Dr. de Castro Bey did not for a single moment fail in his task and 
my was able to preserve the entire staff of the hospital from being attacked by 
cholera thanks to the prompt measures which he took whereby the epicemic was 
checked on its outbreak, Such men deserve the gratitude of the country and 
of humanity.
